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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in 
this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
4,272,021 to Standal. 

The patent to Standal discloses a pipeline drain apparatus including a conduit 
wall (11) enclosing an interior and a cleaning device comprising a hose (17) arranged 
in the interior and a pressurized fluid source connectable to the hose through valve 
stem (20), as recited in claim 1. The hose is expandable at least in the radial direction, 
as recited in claim 2 and the pressurized fluid source is controllable, as recited in claim 
4. Col. 4, lines 23 discloses the main line to the lateral pipeline may be shut off with a 
valve, thereby providing a controllable return outlet within the pipeline. The hose is 
closed at the end that is facing away from the pressurized fluid source, as recited in 
claim 5, and is closed off from the interior of the conduit by clamp (18), as recited in 
claim 6 to ensure that any pressurized fluids remain within the hose and do not pass 
into the fluid pipe (11). Figs. 2-4 illustrate the end of the hose being secured at least 
in the area facing away from the pressurized fluid source, as recited in claim 7. Col. 3, 
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lines 43-46 that the hose might be fixed within the pipeline by any adhesives either at 
one end or along its full length.
